James Venable said the 
Negroes had already taken over Atlanta and that this would 
happen in other cities if something is not done to prevent it 
Race mixing was mentioned and it was stated that this could 
eventually destroy our nation.

Carolina Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (KKKK) held another 
rally in Greenville, South Carolina, v/hich v;as attended 
by 14 klansmen and about 75 spectators. This rally 

started at al^out 8:30 p.m. and ended at 11:15 p.m.

as being a communist tactic to ruin the_ public schools in 
the United States. There was no disturbance at any of tlie 
above South Carolina rallies and no attempt v/as made by 
James Venable's organization to disrupt tlio rally in any 
v/ay. It was learned at this time that the South Carolina 
•National KKKK organization that had been associated with 
James Venable's National Knights has left that group and has 
jo ined up v/ith th e majority of the States tliat have gone over 
to I
